Two East Coast scientists evolved an unusual 
mcthod of scaring the birds away by playing

First, they collected starlings.

they held the birds by legs or wings, the starlings 
gave forth with piercing shrieks, which caused 
their mates to depart from the scene ina hurry. 
Whereupon, the researchers made tape recordings 


of these shrieks. 


Armed with the records and a 


loudspeaker, they toured the community, within 
two nights routing 20,000 starlings from the trees.’ 


Other communities soon 
followed suit, but the results 
were not uniformly successful, 
for sometimes the starlings lost 
their fenr and came back, A 
chemical firm now has come 
forward with the suggestion that 
n= gelatin compound which 
sticks to the fect and ,couscs 
acute discomfort be used against 
the pest, The compound, which 
ig harmless, {s effective as a bird 
repellant for a yar. 


BIRD TRAP 


A Rockford, MuUnois in- 
ventor has patented o 
“multiple-compartment bird 
trap”. The compartments 
sre placed ane above tho 
other, with projecting 
perches,
